Kootenay^s Prayer. 



/ The loBfenEiail from our frontier settlo- 
/ ment brought a petition to HistExcel- 
lency the Governor-General of Canada. 
The petition prays for a weekly mail 
service between Victoria dnd. Kootou- 
ay, via Walla "Walla and Spokano. It 
has been placcid ia the hands of Robt. 
AVallacG.Eaq, Inspector of Post-offices 
for this Provinoe, and will be foward- 
ed to lis destination in due course, 
. backed up.doubtlesa.by such observa- 
l tionsaathat officer may feel it bis 
\jluty to offe*. It may not be consider- 
ed out of place that we should present 
a few reasons which occur to us why 
the prayer of the potitiun sboald meet 
•with a favorable reaponse nt the hands 
of the Domiuion Gorernuionfc. Koot- 
enay posseses an interest and import- 
ance aU.aj;etber disproportioned to its 
present poijulation or reproductivo 
capacity. Situate on the southern 
frontier it conatitutcs, so to speak, the 
face which British Columbia presents 
to the iinmediato iuspection of her 
powerful noighbour. By it wo shall 
to a groat extent bo judged as respectn 
our institutions and niodo of treating 
our romoto settlements. It is worth 
•while for Canada to bear this in mind, 
and put a good face on. It ■was for 
these and other, and perhaps more 
material reasons that wo advocated the 
establishment of a military post there. 
It is for these and othor.perhaps more 
practical reasons, which are too obvi- 
ous to need enumeration, that wo now 
Biipport the prayer of the petition ad- 
verted to. Let us gflance at the 
reasonableness •f its prayer. Spo- 
kano being the nearest United 
States post office to Kootenay, the 
mail matter would go forward regularly 
from Victoria to that place without any 
charge upon Caaada. From Spokane to 
Kooteuay, a distance of two hundred 
miles, is the only wanting link necessary 
^ to be supplied in order to establish re- 
gular weekly commanication between 
Victoria and Kootenay ; and it is for the 
establishment of a woekly miiil service 
between those two points tliat Kootenay 
prays for the establishment of a weekly 
mail service. ]t would not cost much, 
possibly little more than the present so 
Called mail seryicQ via the i'Vii^er and 
Semilkameen, which yields six mails in 
twice as many months and ia of very 
little practical value. Tbero ia another 
consideration to bo kept in view. The 
commercial channal is via Portlauil, 
Walla Walla and Spokane, and it is al- 
ways much more convenient and desir- 
able that the mails should follow the 
same channel. In truth the commer- 
cial reLitioas between Kootenay and 
these places are so intimate that, even if 
weekly mail communication were supplied 
through our own territory — and tunt 
could only be done at great expense, it 
would not meet the great want of Koo- 
tenay; it would still be nocoHsa»*y for 
commercial purposes to have oomniuni- 
cation via. Spokane. Tbo route proposed 
is, therefore, not oaly the cheapest and 
most speedy, but no other conld pos- 
sibly bo made to meet the necessities of 
the country, nt least for many years to 
come, llumovod, as Kootenay is, some 
six hundred miles away from the seat of 
commerce, and occupying, as we have 
endeavoured to indicate, an altogether 
exeeptibnal nod most interestiag portion » 
it seems to have special claims upon tbe 
Government, and wo earnestly trust that 
Its reasonable urayor may be heard and 
answered at Ottawa. In these observa- 
tions we have presented Kootenay us it 
is; but, of course, the Government will 
remember that this is the day of small 
things thit,— with proper care and fos- 
tering, what is now only a small begin- 
ning, will in due time erpnnd into a 
popnlou.s and flnnriwliing District, re- 
paying a tliousand-folil what it mav have 
cost in its suckling peroid. This is seed- 
time. l]he-barvo8t will surely follow. 

Necessary and XTrgent. 

Of all the contemplated works 
there is, perliaps, none of a more 
urgent nature thou that of opening a 
■way by which the beef cattle of tho 
. interior may reach the principal mar- 
ketson the seaboard. In writing u2)ou 
this subject one must travel over well- 
trodden ground. Yet its importance 
is saoh as to justify iteration oven at 
the risk of being tiresome. On the 
Miiuland, espouially Ijeyottd the Cas- 
c idoB, ovorgrowu herds of cattle are 
exhausting the pasture grouuds, while 
hero, on the seaboard, the people are 
©iMng foreign and inferior beef. Our 
ovirn stock-raisers, utterly uuable tofind 
a nuirket, are pinched for the whore- 
withal to meet tho exactions of 
tho Govornraont taxgatliorors, not- 
withstanding that they count their mag- 
nifljent oattlo by the thouRan{l,whilo wo 
on tho seaboard are sending money out of 
tho couttry at the rate of olose upon one 
liundred and fifty thousand dollars n 
yo(ir to enrioU the foreign stock dealer. 
"How much longer shall a cenditiim of 
things at onoe ao anomalous and so sui- 
cidal be permitted to continno? It is 
now for tho Provincial Government to 
answer that important question. Ample 
means has been placed nt tho disposal of 
the Esecutivo for aooorapliBbing what, to 
eur thinking.coustitnteB not only one of 
the most important but one of the most 
urgent works of the year; and, in tho 
name of the boof-raiaors of tho groat in- 
terior, in tho nacaoof tho beef-eaters of 
tho sea-board, in the oommon intorestH of 
the Province, wo would urge upon tho 
Executivo the ntmosti pronptitado in 
oomraouoing and th*; ;,1ita^B>i«Vigor in

wore in a ring to acquire possession of 
Taxhada Island, in a matter prejudioal to 
the interests of the public' 

NOW.KNOWTE, that havingj^confi- 
dence in the ability of yon and each of 
you, "WE do hereby in pursuance of the 
powers contained iu the 'Public Inquiries 
Act, 1872,' and tho 'Public Inquiries Aid 
Amendment Act. 1873,' and of all. other 
powers and authorities US in that behalf 
enabling, constitute and appoint you and 
each of yon, to ba^ Oomtnusiorieirs with 
power to enquire into the truth of the al- 
legations aforesaid, so far as tho same re- 
fer to tho good Government of this 
Province or reflect upon the . conduct of 
any part of the public business thereof, 
and that you report therean in writing to 
Our Lieutenant-Governor of Our Pro- 
vince of British Columbia."

Th6 'English sottlement -at j Sierra^ 
Leone has coat tho English Government 
from first to last about £8,000,000 in 
money and tho lives of a large number of 
gallant soldiers luid able administrators. 
It used to bo said "that Sierra Loono al- 
ways had two governors, one going out 
alivo aud tho other coming home dead;" 
and tiie exttravaganoe does not do much 
injustice to tho deadly and postiforonsoli- 
niiito of tho -colony. Tho colony was 
founded in 178.'5 "for tho suppression of 
tho slave trade and tho elevation of tho 
negro." Tiie slave trade has been sup- 
pressed by causes witli which Sierra 
Leone had nothing whatever- to do; but 
eighty-seven years of pious and philan- 
throphio labor among tho negroes havo 
not resulted iu tho elevation of the ne- 
gro." The slave trade has been Bn|)pro3- 
sed by causes with which Sierra Leone 
had nothing whatever to do; bat eighty- 
Heveu years of pious and philanthroi)io 
labor among tho negroes havo not result- 
ed in their elevation. On the contrary, 
some of them seem to grow steadily, or 
unsteadily, worse; and thoy have recently 
been indulging in exploits whioh threaten 
to result in a more "'equivocal and cntang- 
gling"wartlmn tho one wliii.-h hasjustbcon 
lirought to a clu.40 ill Ashantoo. Ono of 
the tribes whose elevation was sought by 
establislnncnt of tho Sierra Leone colony 
are the Kossohs, a warlike and br avo 
race. Their King olTerod to send some 
of his soldiers to aid Sir Garnett /Wolso- 
ley; the oiTor was accepted with ' thanks; 
tlio men were duly forwarded, and are 
now with Sir Garnett in Ashantco. The 
King was paid for tho loan of his men, 
and was supposed to quite satisfied with 
his bargain. But tho other day, either 
out of sheer "cussodnoss" or by reason of 
some grudge,bq^^B.addenljr;madeftn inroad 
into tho British settlement of Sherboro, 
burned and plundered a town called Mnn- 
noe, and carried otfall it;; inhabitants- 
negro — into slavery. Ho then sent word 
to the British commandant that ho would 
return tho captives upon the payment of 
an adequate ramsoiu; but as this is not 
tho way England does business, he was 
informed that unless he sent the prison- 
ers hcnio aud made compensation for the 
destruction of their town ho would be 
cu.istised. To this ho retorted, "Come 
and take me," and thus here is the prob- 
able beginning of another African war. 
Nor was this all, for a few daysafterwnrds 
the British commandant, happening to 
be nt Free Town, went across the river 
with three other Englishmen to enjoy a 
few days' shooting. Shooting in plenty 
they had — but it was-in being shot at; for 
on the second night tho house which they 
occupied was attacked by 200 armed 
men of the Slioosoo tribe, tho comman- 
dant and one of his friends were wound- 
ed, the other two wore badly beaten ;their 
arms woro taken from thom, and they es- 
caped with diflicnlty with their lives. 
This little escapade ucourred within four 
miles of the Govornmont house, and in 
British territory. It would seem as if 
eighty-seven years of missionary effort 
aud £8,000,000 should havo produced a 
more perceptible progress in tho civiliza- 
tion of Africa than thoso fnots indicate.
